Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed 2/22/2007, with respect to claims 1-1 1 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103 (a) rejections of claims 1-1 1 
have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach separating a hydrocracked Fischer-Tropsch feed comprising wax into a 
vapor stream and a liquid stream and combining the vapor stream with a second 
Fischer Tropsch feed comprising condensate and passing this combined stream to a 
hydrotreatment zone.
